Of the numbers in 1857 not of age,” there is a slight increase — compared with 1850 — 
i n _ the proportion of males, hut there was a decrease of nearly 1 per cent, in the females.

evil effects resulting from the want of a perfect system of registration in Ireland : — 

From tee Eighteenth Report of the Registrar-General in England. 

“ The Returns of Ireland are still required to enable us to compare the Marriages, Births, and Deaths of the United 
Kingdom, with the Returns of France, and of the other great stales of Europe, which, although they are not called 
United Kingdoms, embody ties statistics of all their old provinces in their annual Reports." 

“Ireland is not the least important, nor the least interesting part of the United Kingdom, in the present day; and 
.it is much to be desired that the Registrar-General of Ireland should be nodded, by an extension of the I nth, Registra- 
tion Act, to secure the registration of all Births, Deaths, and Marriages, and thus complete the annual population 
statistics of the United Kingdom. Ireland in this respect is alone in Europe; it is the only civilized country which is 
without a system of registration of Births, Deaths, and Marriages." 

From the Reports of Her Majesty’s Inspectors of Factories. 



'•The Act for the general Registration of Births, Marriages, ami Deaths has now been in operation for so many 
years, that young persons of the age of 1 7 years may ascertain the .lay of their birth : there is, therefore, liftle 
difficulty in checking, by a reference to the Register, the fanciful and capricious opinions in which many certifying 
surgeons were formerly wont to indulge, in estimating the age of a child for whom a certificate of their opinion that 
it was 13 years of age, was required at their hands. They are now supplied with requisitions to the District 
Registrar, entitling the applicant, to whom they may have refused a certificate of 13, to obtain from the Registrar 
a duly authenticated copy of the entry in the Register of Births, whereby the fact may be ascertained beyond a 
doubt ■ and whenever I have been appealed to by surgeons on the subject of the difficulty of forming a true opinion 
of the a<r 0 of a child, I have desired them to refuse a certificate in every case in which, from the appearance of the 
child they entertain a doubt whether it is fully 13 years old, and to tender to the applicant, in lien of their certi- 
.ficate of opinion, a requisition, whereby the fact itself may be ascertained from the Registry of Births. And this 
■ practice has caused the law to be much better observed than it was before the Registration Act had been passed for 
. i vm pi ■ irl tr, l.o nvnfKLlo fov this nnrnose. and when, consequently, the certificate of the surgeons

EIGHTH REPORT OF THE 



'•Some legislative remedy is imperatively required for tie state of tilings we Lave described, the continuance of 
which, without check, we cannot contemplate without alarm. We are persuaded that much benefit would result 
from the enactment of any system of compulsory vaccination; but that it is especially worthy of consideration 
whether it would not be advisable to extend to Ireland the act for compulsory vaccination, now in force in England' 
in conjunction with the English act tor the n gist ration of Jlirfh, Maths, and Marriages, without the aid of which 
it is difficult to see in what manner compulsory vaccination could be etieetivelv enforced.’— Extract from the 
Fourth Annual Report (IS56) of Commissioners of Irish Poor Law, under the Medical Charities Act. 

Fnost Sib Robert Ease’s Address to the Dublis Statistical Societv, 1851. 

“I would beg leave to remark, in a very few words, upon one element iu the construction of our Census, to 
which I feel that public attention cannot be too strongly directed. I refer to those Tables of Births, Deaths, and 
Marriages, for obtaining the elements of which forms are provided in the present Census. Now, I would express 
my opinion that, although the returns may be expected to represent accurately the existing facts, similar accuracy 
cannot be expected in returns of the occurrences spread over a period of ten years. These facts, still more im- 
portant to the civil administration for securing the ends of justice and morality, than for anv merely statistical 
object, would require to he registered at the time of their occurrence in a proper and secure official manner, and 
thereby at the end of the decennial period would afford a means of controlling the General Census Returns hv 
the sums of the annual increments and decrements of the population independently obtained. 

“Such returns are made for Great Britain and for all the important European ‘countries. I, of course, cannot 
judge of the reasons for omitting in this country the official registration of births and deaths ; nor, indeed’ for the 
anomaly of limiting the registration of marriages to those of a portion (and, indeed, a small portion) of the people 
The want of official registration of the marriages of the great mass of the inhabitants of this country, I look 
upon as not merely destroying all value in the returns of the Registrar-General, as statistical documents but 
also as a great injury and injustice to those classes of her Majesty's subjects who are thus deprived of an important 
safeguard to their property and to the moral position of their families. I have had occasion to consult upon the 
question of registration of marriages with a number of g, nthmen, clergymen as well as laymen, and I have never met 
with one whose experience did not furnish ws-s of violation to justice and injury to morals, as to persons and as to 
property, from the absence or central, official, and general registries of births, deaths, and marriages, and who did 
not unequivocally deplore and condemn the very imperfect, irresponsible, and unsafe manner in which the only 
kinds of registries usual among those I consulted are now drawn up and deposited. All I have spoken with have 
expressed their great anxiety that a general system of public official registration of births, deaths, and marriages 
should be organized ; and as in a merely statistical point of view such would be of great utility to advance the 
objects of our society, I felt that in this assembly a reference to the necessity for supplying a want so universally 
deplored could not bo out of place.” 

In submitting this my Annual Report, I have ventured thus strongly to solicit your Excel- 
lency's attention to the important subject of a general measure" for the registration of 
Marriages. Births, and Deaths, as I am fully aware of your desire, so strongly and 
graciously expressed on many occasions, in every way to promote the social improvement 
of Ireland. 

The probable cost of such a measure was shown in my Third Annual Report for each 
Poor Law Union; it was calculated on the Population and Poor Law Valuation of 1851. 
and amounted in the whole to £19,090 13 s., or, little more than onefarthinq in the pound 
annually; since that period it is estimated that the inhabitants of Ireland have decreased about 
500,000, principally owing to emigration, which would make the present local charge on 
the country even less than, the sum I have calculated ; and when the advantages are 
considered which will arise to the community, from a complete system of registration, 
it is to be hoped that the Legislature will not' allow Ireland longer ‘to remain as the only 
civilized country in Europe in which these important events are not systematically recorded. 

Having in former Reports had occasion to notice the delays which were experienced 
in many cases in obtaining satisfactory Returns from the Clergy, it affords me pleasure to 
state, that some improvement in this respect has since taken place. There are still, however, 
several instances in which it is with difficulty that returns are procured until a consider- 
able time after that prescribed by the Act, (s. 05,) which necessarily causes delav in the 
completion of the General Abstracts. I trust, however, that this irregularity will gradually 
cease, and that hereafter I may be enabled to submit my Report at an earlier period of 
the year.
